Movements to Reconstruct the Penn- 
sylvania Republican Ticket.

Col. Ellsworth, of the Brea ranch 0, 
has received $15 per ton on the cars at 
Ballona, and though he is a very liberal 
gentleman, I don’t think he will haul 
his hay ten miles to Los Angeles and 
sell for less than 312. 

When Mr. Dewey says: ‘‘Our ship- 
pers are not able to send one car of hay 
where whey formerly sent six car-loads to 
the territories east of ns, aud by reason 
only of values claimed ‘here by producers, 
etc,,”’ and says that he has ‘‘pretty 
thoroughly perambulated this county on 
business intent, a specific of which was 
the very article in question,’’ (hay),most 
any one can see at once why he wants 
hay to remain low. He isa shipper! 

If hay continues ‘‘low enough to 
ship’’ for a month or so longer, the con- 
sumers at home may learn, too late, that 
they have been playing into the hands 
of the shippers to their own ultimate 
disadvantage. 

The railroad company carry- free six 
bales of hay to each car-load of sheep 
sent to Texas, and quitea quantity goes’ 
with the hundreds o1 car-loads of sheep 
shipped thither. 

_I hardly believe in a hay famine, 
but believe we will need all the hay we 
have, and lots of straw, too, to last us 
through the nine montbs which will in- 
tervene before the next year’s crop can 
be cut, no matter how early or how wet 
the coming winter may prove, and I 
think that the present prices are mod- 
erate, to say the least.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT TOWERS. 


Points of the Company's Contract--- 
= - Location of the Towers. 

The points at which the _ electric 
towers or masts, which are to be 150 
feet in height, and seven in number, 
according to the contract, are to be 
placed are as follows: One on Main 
street, on the onter edge of thesidewalk, 
on the southeast side, at a point indi- 
cated by the prolongation of Spring 
street and north of Commercial street; 
one at Eust Los Angeles on Downey 
avenue at the intersection of Tru- 
man street; one on Boyle 
heights on Aliso street at the 
intersection of First street; the remain- 
ing four are to be placed as may be di- 
rected by the Mayor and Common Coun- 
cil of the city, but it is understood that 
they will probably be placed as follows: 
One on the hill at the head of First 
street; another on First street, near Ala- 
meda; another on Main street in the 
vicinity of Fifth; another on the hill just 
above the Normal-school building. 

Mr. Howland agrees to place extra 
lights of 2000 candle power in different 
piaces inthe city, not to exceed three, 
without extra charge to the city if the 
lights from the towers as placed are not 
as satisfactory as the present lighting 


by gas. He also agrees, if the Council 
think best, to divide the lights 
and place portion of the 


9000 candle-power lights which the 
contract calls for on each tower, on sep- 
arate towers, to be provided by the city, 
without extra charge. He also agrees 
to furnish 2000 candle-power lights to 
each of the three engine houses from 
dark to midnight free, and a similar 
light in the Council chamber, to be 
nsed at the sessions of that body, free. 
He also agrees to furnish other towers 
or masts, if the Council chooses, 
at the same rate as those now 
contracted tor, and givesa guarantee 
that ail streets and sidewalks ot the city 
shall be lighted equally as well us by the 
present mode of lighting. 

The contract culls for 63, 000 candle 
power liguting and the expense of the 
saine according to the contract is $7000 
per annum, and the agreement is to 
begin the lighting December Ist, though 
Mr. Howland thinks he will be in readi- 
ness before thut time to furnish the 
light. 

The contract is for a period of two 
years. 

Mr. Howland has in addition to his 
contract with the city, contracted for 
forty private lights for stores along the 
streets, most of the ‘leading business 
men having ordered the electric. Messrs. 
Hammel & Denker propose to place a 
2000-candie light on the top of their tlag- 
pole in frout of the U.S. Hotel, and 
when these lights are all i operation 
Los Angeles will be one of the most 
brilliantly lighted cities in the world, 
dispelling nivht aud discounting the 
refulgent rays of the moon at its full.
